Vulcan was largely represented at the 
picnic at Lake McGregor on Wednesday 
and those in attendance come back with 
the report of a great time and an ■Im¬ 
mense success, and Secretary Ale*r Mc¬ 
Intyre vouches for the largest attendance 
in the history of this annual event. 

Preparations are under way for the 
Vulcan Cadets to go into camp. The 
boys are just now concerned about a cook 
and transport facilities, but these matters 
will likely be readily straightened out 
so that the troops will be on the move 
the early part of next week. The camp 
i* beautifully situated on the rii’er bank 
west of High River, and twenty- to 
thirty-five Vulcan lads are anticipating a 
whale of a time. 

Plans are maturing for the running of 
the Calgary Power Company line into 
the Lee Smith coal mine, south and east 
of Vulcan, the purpose being to secure 
light and power for this industry. The 
proposition includes the installation of 
mining machinery that will greatly in¬ 
crease the output of the mine, and inci¬ 
dentally cheapen the product to the con¬ 
sumer. The mine is a mile and a half 
from the trunk line, necessitating a 
branch line to cover that distance. 

Miss Katie Colwell called recently at 
The Advocate office to say just how sat¬ 
isfied and pleased she was with the short 
coure at the School of Agriculture in 
Claresholm, won as a scholarship in con¬ 
nection with the Vulcan and district 
school fair. The instruction was useful 
and valuable and the entertainment was 
exceedingly enjoyable. This testimony 
and that of many others who have been 
to the school should be an incentive to 
the boys and girls who exhibit at the 
fair to make a try for the scholarship. 

Here is some pleasing news. Vulcan 
Citizens’ Band has decided to put on a 
series of weekly band concerts. These 
will be held in the skating arena, and 
regularly on ThuisiMy nights, commenc¬ 
ing on August 11th. This is a fine idea, 
affording the folks splendid music for a 
promenade, providing a pleasing accom¬ 
paniment to an hour of leisure, and offer¬ 
ing an opportunity for the delights of 
community visiting. No regular charge 
will be made but there will be a chance 
to express appreciation. It is up to the 
people to popularize these events, and 
surely they will do it. 

The municipal hospital proposition is 
progressing splendidly. The appoint¬ 
ment of the provisional board of man¬ 
agement has been made by the govern¬ 
ment department according to the pro¬ 
visions of the law relating to hospitals. 
This board will meet in Vulcan at an 
early date, following which it can bs ex¬ 
pected that hospital activities will be 
speeded up and be more apparent locally, 
the c utre of operations now being trans 
ferred from the seat ol government to 
the hospital district. There will be some¬ 
thing doing all the time from now on 
until the matter is settled by a vote of 
the people, and there is a clear indica¬ 
tion that the ballot will be decisively 
favorable. Stettler and the surrounding 
territory are just now in the midst of a 
hospital campaign such as now obtains 
in Vulcan territory, and it would be a 
commendable ambition for this district to 
finish ahead of the folks up north.

on the prod. Surely this matter will 
be righted, for there is general im¬ 
provement along the tracks just now 
at Vulcan. 

Notwithstanding the severity of the 
recent electrical storms, the Caigary 
Power Co., gave continuous electrical 
service. It was unfortunate that 
Nanton was without service owing to 
a cable being burned out in the ual- 
gary sub-station. As an indication of 
the severity of the storm, two trans 
formers were completely lost a’ 
Stavely and one at Parkland. These 
repairs were rapidly made in a tem¬ 
porary manner and were placed mto 
permanent shape yesterday. This 
was the worst storm experienced in 
Western Canada and will probafcfy 
not be duplicated in many years. 

Intimation was received in Vulcan 
on Wednesday that the first draw had 
been made in the Bennett Cup loot- 
ball competition, and that Vulcan had 
been drawn to play the winners of 
the game between the Callies of Cal 
ary and Edmonton, and that Vulcan 
will be a visiting- team in their first 
game in the play-down. Should this 
be definite, it will be somewhat disap¬ 
pointing to local fans. However, it is 
but one of the fortunes of sport, and 
not unfair at that, and the boys are 
game in any event, and will make 
their best effort under whatever cir¬ 
cumstances 'They are fit and keen 
and are anticipating the battle with a 
confidence that is much a factor In 
winning games. May they have the 
success that all so much desire.

BALDWIN HAS RIGHT IDEA 


Len Nesbitt former editor of the 
Bassano Mail now in charge of the 
publicity branch of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, has evidently been ,'n 
communication with Premier Baldwin 
of Great Britain who has caught the 
phychology of the Western Wnoat 
Pools,-when he declared the farmers 
here had helped themselves. .He gave 
this advice to the farmers of the old I 
country who have been protesting 
strenuously against conditions there: 
“All this has been done by the far¬ 
mers themselves. Confronted by the 
slump, following the post-war boom 
they consulted together and formed 
a pool of the great wheat producing 
provinces, and this pool is governed 
by the farmers themselves. That gi¬ 
gantic effort, by self-help and keen 
work, saved thousands of Canadiansl 
from disaster. The problems of the 
farmers here at home are less in mag¬ 
nitude but much more complicated In 
detail and 1 should like to see them 
faced with the same kind of organized! 
and co-operative business ability as 
that which your brothers in Canada 
tackled their problems.” 

The editor of the Ix'thhridge Her¬ 
ald commenting on the above says: 
‘‘Whether you are for the wheal pools 
or against them or whether you me 
neutral on the matter, the fact re¬ 
mains that the farmers of Western 
Canada have wiped out much of the 
old discontent by taking hold of the 
business of selling their own gram. 
They feel that the price they are now 
getting is the price they are entitled 
to receive. There is no doubt mat 
this is at the bottom of the satisfac¬ 
tion generally expressed with regard 
to the wheat co-operative marketing 
organizations. Premier Baldwin has 
caught the right note.”

P.R. the Canadian Colonization asso¬ 
ciation report they have placed this 
year over 100 families and more than 
800 families have been temporarily 
placed and are comihg from Europe.!

It pub¬ 
lishes a communication from a dis¬ 
tinguished correspondent in London 
dnent his visit. He writes: 

“The Prime Minister is looking for¬ 
ward tremendously to his visit to 
Canada though, if I know anything at 
all about Canadian hospitality, it 
strikes me he is going to have a pret¬ 
ty busy time. He is a much over¬ 
worked man. You will find him per¬ 
fectly delightful; indeed I think he 
exactly suits the times. I think the 
people over here are rather tired of 
brilliant men to govern the country. 
What they really want, and what we 
have got, is a great gentleman witn a 
great sense off duty, who has no axe 
to grind, with the result that every¬ 
body trusts him. I w r ish I was gorng 
to Canada with him though, pernaps, 
it is just as well I am not for, if I 
were I should work all I know to let 
him see the wonders of Canada and 
the people, without being obliged to 
make speeches every time the tram 
stops.”

BUY CANADIAN MADE GOODS 


Russell T. Kelly of Hamilton, Ont.. 
was one of the speaker*? at the recent 
convention of Weekly Newspaper men 
at Bigwin Inn, Muskoka in June. His 
theme was on Canada and Canadian- 
ism. Mr. Kelly who is an advertising 
specialist and knows whereof he 
speaks, criticized the lip of patriots 
who shout ‘‘Canada, My Country” and 
immediately turn and join in sending 
millions of dollars annually beyond 
her borders. For instance,the heads of 
households who buy sdup made in 
New Jersey, received unreserved con¬ 
demnation because Canadian soups of 
equal quality and price are available. 
Seventy per cent of men’s hats sold in 
Canada are made in the States, 
the States are made in the States. 
Mr. Kelly can match foreign made 
goods both in quality and price with 
Canadian goods in practically every 
line, and in the course of his inspir¬ 
ing address showed how Canadian 
people could keep four billion dollars 
at home every year if they would buy 
Canadian goods, none of which can be 
surpassed by American goods in eith¬ 
er quality or price. There is much 
truth in what Mr. Kelly says and 
Canadians should get the spirit and 
patronize Canadian industries when¬ 
ever possible. . 


THIS IS INTERESTING 


Ontario reruses to allow the news¬ 
papers to "publish advertisements 
about liquor or beer even though the 
government sells these commodities 
in its vendors’ stores. The state of 
Kansas, which last session revoked 
the prohibition against the sale of 
cigarettes, refuses to allow cigarette 
ads to appear in the newspapers, -rlie 
Great Falls Tribune, reporting a test 
case in the courts o.n the matter, says 
“Then Kansas legislature, under the 
pressure of a few long-haired lobby¬ 
ists last winter passed a law prohibit¬ 
ing the advertising of eigarets in 
newspapers published in that state. 
It was a high-minded effort to Keep 
the boys and girls of Kansas from 
wanting to smoke ‘coffin nails.’ 
Whether or not the law served tnat 
purpose we do not know, but It did 
furnish tobacco dealers with an ex¬ 
cuse for charging 25 cents a package 
for eigarets. They argued: “if we 
can’t advertise, our sales volume will 
be smaller; hence we must charge 
more.’’ But Kansas publishers were 
not satisfied that the would-be dicta¬ 
tors of morals hpd a right, even 
through legislation, to destroy v giti- 
mate newspaper revenues in this man 
ner, so an appeal was made to the 
courts. The lowes court stood by the 
reformers, but the higher court took 
the sensible stand that, inasmucfi as 
the law did not forbid the sale or ci¬ 
garettes, it could not forbid the ad¬ 
vertising of them. Immediately the 
decision was announced, the price or 
cigaretes dropped to 15 cents a pack¬ 
age. 


NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Returning from a long night trip by 
auto, someone remarked that next to 
the local crossing, the greatest 
source of danger in driving a moior 
car on the highways can be ft-aced to 
glaring head lights. Many accidents 
of a sad nature can be traced to the 
glaring headlight because some driver 
could not keep to the road wnen a 
glaring light flashed in his eyes. Few 
if any auto owners want to injure 
any one else. Their ears are equip¬ 
ped with dimmers hut many do not 
take the trouble to use them. I tie 
worst offenders are those who ruii 
smaller and cheaper cars. The sug¬ 
gestion is made, that the manufactur¬ 
ers of ears should be compelled to 
adopt a lens suitable to each make of 
car and one that will not give offence. 
The average driver knows nothing 
about lights, but the manufacturer’s 
business is to /know all about tnem. 
Why then not make him responsible. 
If head lights were inspected at the 
factory it ‘would overcome one ot the 
greatest sources of danger in driving I 
on our highways after nightfall. 

Summing up the experiences of his 
flight from New York to Baris, Com¬ 
mander ByriJ thinks Atlantic air lin¬ 
ers are only ten years away, They 
will be multi-motorefl craft not raci 
cally different from the Fokker Amer 
ica. “From an engineering stand¬ 
point, the ’cross the ocean’ type plane 
is here,” he said. “It will ere our 
task now to make such planes air¬ 
worthy, as to perfect planes which 
will not be dependent upon fair weath 
er reports—planes that can start in 
the face of such weather as the Lev¬ 
iathan experiences when she leaves 
Southampton or New York when her 
commander knows he is going io en¬ 
counter storms at sea. Within it) 
years passengers will tie crossing the 
ocean in planes as an everyiray ex¬ 
perience just as they are crossing to¬ 
day in ships.” 


Speaking of the progress of avia¬ 
tion someone in authority rn 7?ng- 
land predicts that within two decades 
air transport wil be as much a 
part of civilized life as fs the tele¬ 
phone today. After all the airplane 
is only 2.3 years old and of re¬ 
cent years our aerial achivements 
have been truly-marvellous. The out¬ 
standing feat is that of the two Eng¬ 
lish pilots who, in 1919, managed to 
fly across the Atlantic from New¬ 
foundland to Ireland. The recent rec¬ 
ord breaking flights across tne Atlan¬ 
tic by Col. Lindbergh and Lapl.’s 
Byrd and Chamberlain demonstrates 
the efficiency off the present modern 
engine. It is said that one British, 
airship has been working five years 
and has flown 382,(XX) miles. Ma¬ 
chines are now in use in Britain, 
France and ’Germany capable or car¬ 
rying 20 passengers with ease and 
safety.

Municipal District of Marquis 

No. 157. 

BY-LAviTNO. 24 

A By-Law of the Municipal 
District of Marquis, No. 
157, to regulate and govern 
all person or persons selling 
goods, wares or merchan¬ 
dise within the bounds of 
the said Municipality. 

The Council of the Municipal District 
of Marquis, No. 157, enacts as follows : 

(1). That any person or persons sell 
ing goods, wares, or merchandise within 
the said Municipal Disirict are required 
to obtain a license for same. 

■ (2). That any person desiring a lic¬ 

ense, Shall make written application to 
the Secretary Treasurer of the said Mu¬ 
nicipal District. 

(3) . That all applications must be 
accompanied with a fee of $ 10 . 00 . 

(4) . Tl.rft all licenses granted under 
the provisions of this By-Law shall be 
for the year current at the time of issu¬ 
ing thereof, and shall expire on the 31st 
day of December next succeeding the 
date of the same. 

(5) . That sny person found guilty of 
a breach of this By-Law shall upon con¬ 
viction bef re a Justice of the Peace, or 
other Officer having jurisdiction, be lia¬ 
ble to the penalty imposed by the By- 
Law providing for the enforcement of 
the by-laws of the Municipal District of 
Marquis. No 157. 

Done and passed in Council assembled 
at the Lake McGregor Schoolhouse, this 
2nd day of July, 1927.

PRINCE AND PREMIER 


Tour Planned to Provide Holiday for 
Prince of Wales and Premier 
Baldwin in Canada 


The plans for the tour of the Prince 
of Wales and Premier Baldwin are 
being drawn up to provide so far as 
possible for holidays for the distin¬ 
guished visitors. It is to be hoped, 
stated a member of the government, 
that the public would regard the 
Prince and the premier as guests of 
Canada and do»everything possible to 
make the trip a pleasurable one. So 
far as an official programme can reg¬ 
ulate, the various receptions through¬ 
out the country are to lie brief with 
the object of allowing as many as 
possible to see the Prince and Mr. 
Baldwin, rather than allowing a more 
limited number to hear public addres¬ 
ses. It was pointed by a cabinet min¬ 
ister who. has been active in arrang¬ 
ing the visit that Mr. Baldwin is com¬ 
ing to Canada on a holiday trip and 
while he will speak several times ne 
will endeavor to secure rest ana di¬ 
version from his own work during the 
few days he is to be in Canada. In 
all he will barely be 20 days in the 
Dominion. As has been previously 
stated, the royal party and the prime 
minister’s party will separate at 
Banff. Mr. Baldwin will return east 
and the Prince and his brother Prince 
George will go to the E.P. ranch. 
Once in his own Canadian home, the 
Prince’s visit to Canada in the offic¬ 
ial sense, is over and His Royal High¬ 
ness will make his own plans. It is 
expected that within a few day the 
official itinerary will be made public. 


HORSES FOR RUSSIA 

Alberta Supply Many Horses for Ship 
ment to Russia. Horses Not For 
Cavalry. 


That Alberta would be able to sup¬ 
ply the balance of the 400 horses to 
fill the first Russian government or¬ 
der which would be leaving Quebec 
about July 25, was the confident as¬ 
sertion of Louis Kon, special repre¬ 
sentative of the Soviet authorities, In 
the course of an interview. Mr. Kon 
said that if it had not been for the 
disrupted negotiations when the sev- 
erence of relations occurred between 
Britain and Russia all the horses 
would have been secured some time 
ago. As it was quite three weeks 
was wasted before arrangements were 
made to carry the contract through, 
and another factor that had militated 
against the ready securing of the ani¬ 
mals had been the fact that very 
many ranchers were at the Stampede 
and had been too busy to round up 
the type of horses that were required. 

“However, I am assured that we 
will easily get the 400 head in plenty 
of time,” he added, “and this first 
shipment will go forward from Que¬ 
bec about July 25. It is the intention 
to give the horses a little rest at Que¬ 
bec, before putting them on board the 
steamer.” Mr. Kon said that he \yas 
also assured there would be no diffi¬ 
culty in getting the 1,400 head for 
the second shipment in Alberta. There 
would be ample time to make the se¬ 
lection before the chartered steamer 
returned to the Canadian side. The 
horses for the third shipment, he 
said would be secured in British Co¬ 
lumbia. There were, he said, about 
1,500 head there that could be secur¬ 
ed and they were of an exceptionally 
good type. 


THE WHEAT POOL 

Second Interim Payment Has Been 
Made to Wheat Growers 


The Second Interim Payment has 
been mailed to wheat growers by tbe 
Alberta Wheat Pool and amounts to 
fifteen cents a bushel on all grades 
except No. 6 and feed wheat and mix¬ 
ed grains. The payment on these is 
ten cents a bushel. The total pay¬ 
ment by the Pool to date on 1928 de¬ 
liveries amounts to $1.30 per bushel 
basis 1 Northern in store Vancouver. 
The final payment will be made In 
the fall. Announcement is also made 
that an initial payment of $1.00 a 
bushel, basis 1 Northern in store 
Vancouver, will lie made by the Alber¬ 
ta Wheat Pool on the new crop. The 
Second Interim Payment will mean 
the releasing of $6,500,000 to mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta Wheat Pool. The 
total paid out by the three Western 
Pools is over twenty-seven million 
dollars. Manitoba pays out $2,696,- 
700 and Saskatchewan $17,825,000. 
The Alberta cheques were placed in 
the mail over the week-end. The dis¬ 
tribution of this six and a half million 
dollars at this time of the year will 
assist the farmers very considerably 
with Their financing. 


CHINCHILLA RABBITS 


The adaptability of chinchilla rab¬ 
bits to the Canadian climate has t>een 
amply proven. The cold, dry winters 
result in the production of a richer, 
thicker and more valuable fur than 
can be obtained in milder climates. A 
bulletin on rabbits distributed by the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture. Ottawa, gives' Instruc¬ 
tions for the raising of chinchilla and 
other rabbits and also gives in full 
the standard for registration of fancy 
chincilla rabbits. No rabbit since the 
days of the Belgian hare boom has 
created so much stir as has the cmn- 
chilla, and with very good reasow, as 
it is one of the most beautiful rabbits 
in existence with a coat that Immed¬ 
iately attracts attention. The feeding 
and care of these rabbits is not diffi¬ 
cult and they are generally very 
healthy and not subject to any par¬ 
ticular disease. In Alberta many 
farmers are going in for this branch 
of fur farming which should prove 
revenue bearing._

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Drumheller’s tax- rate was set at 70 
mills. The rate is arrived at as fol¬ 
lows: General town rate 21, town 
debenture rate 10, school rate S3, pro 
vinciaf supplementary revenue tax 2, 
municipal hospital tax 3, and public 
library 1. 

A thriving new industry in South¬ 
ern Alberta, which is making progress 
and is full of promise, is that of the 
raising of polo ponies. Three ranch¬ 
es are engaged exclusively in this In¬ 
dustry and ranchers and farmers are 
coming increaseingly to engage in t 
as a side line. About five carloaos or 
one hundred polo ponies leave South¬ 
ern Alberta annually for the United 
States. 

A despatch from Coutts says: 
“Numbers of immigrants and scouts 
looking for land and opportunity are 
passing through this port, comwig 
Irom all parts of the United States 
west and as far as the Texas Panhan 
die and Southern Arizona. Many of 
them are headed for the Peace River, 
drawn by fame of the land whicn pro¬ 
duced the world’s champion wrieat 
and oats. 

A bulletin is being prepared und^r 
the direction of Hon. George Hoadley, 
Minister of Health, on the subject of 
summer infections and will be avail¬ 
able for distribution shortly. Typhoid 
ami intestinal infections in children 
are the two troubles which will be 
chiefly emphasized and attention to 
both by way of preventive measures 
is urged upon those particularly who 
are holidaying during the summer. 

Ninety carloads of tar samls will be 
shipped from McMunay during the 
present summer, it is announces, to 
be used in road-making at Jasper 
Park. The work of surfacing the 
'roads is being supervised by Dr. S.C. 
Ells of Ottawa. Shipments are being 
made at the rate of three or lour 
cars each week and it is expected th^t 
some three miles of road in the park 
will lie covered in this way during the 
season. 

The total production of crude nap¬ 
tha taken from the Royalite well and 
purchased from other ^ wells in the 
Turner Valley field during the month 
of May, 1921, amounted to 22,835 
barrels, according to figures publish¬ 
ed in the July issue of the Metailur 
gical Bulletin. This total is made up 
of 18,693 barrels produced by the 
Royalite No. 4 well, 57 barrels taken 
from Royalite wells Nos. 1. 2 and 3, 
and 3,385 barrels purchased from 
other producing wells. 

Progress is being made upon the 
construction of the neto terminal ele¬ 
vator at Calgary, which, according to 
contract, will be completed by October 
1st. It is calculated to give this city 
a better market for grain in expedited 
grain movement ami cheaper and 
more abundant elevator feed products. 
It will have a capacity of 2,000 burih- 
els an hour and be one of the most 
modern terminal elevators in Canada. 
Formerly large supplies of screenings 
hare been shipped back to Calgary 
from points east and west to meet the 
demands of the Calgary stock yards 
livestock and milk producers. 

A number of enthusiastic mountain 
climbers from Alberta points as well 
as from other parts of the world 
gathered at the headquarters of the 
Alpine Club in Banff on July 19th for 
the opening of the annual club camp 
which lasts until August 2nd. The 
camp this year is located near the 
source of the Little Yoho stream 
about eight miles from Takakaw 
Falls, some 7,000 feet above sea level. 
The feature climbs will induce as¬ 
cents of Mt President, 10,250 reet; 
Mt. Vice President, 10,000 feet; Mt. 
Marpole, 9,200 feet; Mt. McArthur, 
9.700 feet and Mount des Poilus, 10 ,- 
300 feet. There will also be a numnor 
of side trips to Twin Falls, Takakaw 
Falls and other beauty spots in the 
surrounding mountains. 

The Wills Act passed by t*ie last 
session of the Alberta session of the 
Alberta Legislature has been pro¬ 
claimed and is now in effect. It pro¬ 
vides for three classes of wills which 
will be considered as valid, narneiy, 
those signed and attested in the usual 
way, holograph wills Wholly in the 
handwriting of the testator with or 
without witness, and wills of mem¬ 
bers of the naval, military, afr or 
marine forces. The Act includes a 
provision that every will, shall oe re¬ 
voked by the marriage of the testa¬ 
tor except where it is declared in the 
will that such marriage is contempla¬ 
ted on where the will isrtnade in ex¬ 
ercise of a power of appointment and 
the property thereby appointed would 
not in default of such appointment 
pass to the heir.

YOU SHOULD READ THIS 


The following article is from W. 
Macoun, Dominion Horticulturist on 
the subject of dividing and transplant¬ 
ing Herbaceous pernnials and should 
be carefully read by those wno are in¬ 
terested in flower gardens. Septem¬ 
ber to early October is a good time 
to lift and -divide herbaceous-peren¬ 
nials. As soon as. the great heat of 
summer is over and one feels that 
the soil is not likely to dry out again, 
the work may be tegun. The longer 
time the plants have to make roots 
after re-planting the better condition 
the will be in for blooming next year, j 
The Bearded Irises may he divided and 
transplanted earlier than most peren¬ 
nials, the month of August being a 
good time. In re-planting the ptooes 
of Iris they should be 1 planted quite) 
shallow, the rhizome or thickened i 
root part being barely covered with I 
soil. If planted deeper they are liable) 
to rot. The top buds of Peonies 
should not be more than two or t«iree 
inches below the surface of the soil. 
Deep planting is one cause of Peonres 
not blooming well. Small pieces of 
perennials, if they have a few roots, 
will soon develop into good size 
plants if they have good soil condi-l 
tion, so that large clumps may be di¬ 
vided into many plants.

Rev. Cooper was 
accompanied by one of the students 
from Crete College, Tom Auld, the 
son of a millionaire. Both left on 
Saturday for Calgary after which 
they will start for home, sweet home. 
While travelling, the ability of Mr. 
Cooper as a traveller an<l lecturer 
was recognized by a fellow traveler 
who offered him the privilege ot con¬ 
ducting a party around the world 
, travelling first class and all expenses 
up to $6,000. Rev. Cooper is constd¬ 
ering the honor and privilege offered 
to him. 

Twelve families, twelve married 
copies and fifty single men have ->een 
selected for movement to Alberta 
from England by ex-Premier Green¬ 
field of this province, and the first ar¬ 
rival of each class have reached the 
province. Single men have r>een 
placed at work upon farms and the 
families, all with farm experience and 
with capital ranging from $500 to 
$3,000, are looking over the ground 
preparatory to buying farms.

A by-law to appropriate money Tor 
the building of a closed-in curling and 
skating rink has received first and 
second readings by the town council 
of Nanton. A vote of the burgesses 
on the question will be taken on Au¬ 
gust the 8th. The proposed building 
is to cost around $10,000. 

“Shorty” McLaughlin’s horses have 
been very much in evidence at the 
Vancouver races and in the money in 
several races. Jackie Harris is also 
receiving praise for the capable man¬ 
ner in which he rides his horses. Mr. 
McLaughlin is at the coast ana may 
return this week. 

Harry Lusk of Okotoks and J. C. 
Wood of Gladys, have been selected 
by the Fairs Branch of the Dept, of 
Agriculture, Alberta, to judga all 
breeds of horses at some of the com¬ 
ing agricultural exhibitions. Mi. 
Lusk leaves on Monday for the Peace 
River country and Mr. Wood leaves 
the same day for the southern part of 
the province, to be away for about a 
fortnight. 

Visitors from the prairie and across 
the Hue complain bitterly about tne 
British Columbia law which compels 
one to buy a driver’s license as soon 
las he enters this province. Some 
complaints are also heard that cer¬ 
tain police officers are not any too 
courteous in the manner in which they 
carry out the disagreeable tasK of 
collecting this fee. In the keen com¬ 
petition for tourist business the 13.C. 
government is not helping the prov¬ 
ince any by the enactment of such 
silly legislation.—-Fernie Free . Press 

A Russian peasant named Feodor 
Wassilliev has established a worid 
record in the matter of being a dad¬ 
dy. When he calls “children” 87 off¬ 
springs responded. This is how it 
happened. His first wife presented 
him with 16 pairs of twins, seven 
groups of triplets and four sets of 
quadruplets.

The second wife kept 
up the good work and Feodor lound 
himself papa to two more sets of 
triplets and six pair of twins, thus 
making a grand total of 87.

The English are secure in Shanghai 
and are returning to the Yangtse in¬ 
terior. The white men invited to leave 
China are Russians and the invitation 
comes from their own former Qiinese 
allies. With things rapidly mending 
in China, from the English point of 
view, it follows that apprehensions 
for India and other British colonial 
interests are mitigated.”

School Fair Representatives Hbld 
First Conference of Kind in Prov¬ 
ince—Pass Important Resolutions 

A conference of delegates repre¬ 
senting the school fairs operated 
from the Claresholm School of Agri¬ 
culture was held in Calgary In the 
Public Library on July 4th, 1927. The 
conference was a very significant one, 
consisting of farmers, business men, 
professional people and representa¬ 
tives of the Department of Education 
and Agriculture, anil being the first of 
its kind to be held in the province. It 
marked a step in the progress of 
school fairs. In 1916 the first school 
fair in the province was held at the 
Vermilion School of Agriculture. To¬ 
day in the province over one hundred 
school fairs are in operation and In 
good financial standing. 

A great many matters of import¬ 
ance to school fairs and school lair 
workers were discussed, resulting in 
the adoption of resolutions intenaed 
to remedy entirely, or improve condi¬ 
tions existing which are considered 
detrimental to school fairs. 

Mr. W. S. Benn, School Fair Organ¬ 
izer, occupied the chair. The follow-, 
ing short talks were given: "The 
School Fair as an incentive to better 
school work,” Mr. S. H. Crowther, 
Strathmore; “School Fair art worK,” 
Mr. P. McLean, Cleichen; “Entertain¬ 
ment Features,” Mr. Harry Nelson, 
Vulcan; “Agricultural Features,” Mr. 
Jacobson, Brooks, and Mr. Wain- 
wright, Milo. 

A committee consisting of flessrs. 
Crowther, Gandier, Nelson, benn, 
Schulte, McLean, Jacobson, was ap¬ 
pointed to fevise and forward the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions to the Provincial 
Government, and to carry on the genr 
eral business arising out of the meet¬ 
ing: (1) That the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment bt“ urged to provide assistance 
whereby regional conferences of 
school fair representatives may T>e 
•held. (2) That the Department of 
Education be asked to provide syste¬ 
matic instruction in school fair work 
to students in training at the Provin¬ 
cial Normal Schools. (3) That the 
Department of Agriculture be urged 
Lto re-establish the policy of supply¬ 
ing eggs to school fair children for 
breading purposes. 

The convention closed, to meet at a 
later date in 1927, with a plea for tne 
co-operation of parents, teachers and 
others in the variofts committees in 
making the school fair a more suc¬ 
cessful and useful instution. 

BRITISH EDITORS 

The party of British newspapermen 
and their wives that will arrive in 
Queboc on August 12 will pay a visit 
to the Prince of Wales’ ranch at High 
River, Alta., on August 24, according 
to word received from England to¬ 
day. It is expected that the Prince 
and his brother, Prince George, will 
be at the ranch at that time and that 
they will personally receive the visi¬ 
tors. The party will be the niost dis¬ 
tinguished newspaper group that has 
visited Canada since the Imperial 
Press conference in 1920. Newspapers 
from all over Great Britain will be 
represented. These include the Liver¬ 
pool Post, Yorkshire Post, Birming¬ 
ham Gazette, Dundee Courier, Bristol 
Times, Huddersfield Examiner, Peter¬ 
borough Advertiser, Swansea Uost 
Cardiff News, Plymouth News, Bed¬ 
fordshire Times and many other*. The 
party will be headed by John S. lung 
president of the English Newspaper 
Society, and it will include such well- 
known British newspapermen as Sir 
Richard Winfrey, Arthur Grime, Ar¬ 
thur Woodhead. John Buchan, Col. 
Grimwade, Hugh Mackay, Browning 
Lynge and T. T. Stanley. The pur¬ 
pose of the visit is to get first-nand 
information regarding Canada.
